In Teheran, the representatives of 42 
nations voted on a resolution as though 
the above were an accurate history of 
the bhackground.to the resolution. A 
‘large number of nations abstained, as 

_though they felt there might be some 
‘doubt about this version, but they were 
not altogether sure and did not wish 
to commit themselves. Only five nations 
rejected it outright. 

The resolution ordered’ Israel to 
treat citizens of the West Bank “in ac- 
cordance with international conventions 
on human rights” — an insinuation of 

. improper treatment that was rightly 
rejected by Israel's chief delegate, Mr. 
_Michsel Comay. 

Three countries offered the resolution 
based on this new version of history. 
One is Sudan --- which, according to 
information recently published by the 
U.N., has, since 1963, massacred half a 
million of its non-Moslem, non-Arab in- 
hahitants and driven another half a mil- 
lion into the bush to die of starvation 
and disease. Another is Saudi Arabia 
— until recently, at least, still engeged 
in a flourishing slave trade: a country 
which Jews from service with for- 


fous and civil 
a world event. 

These countries were supported zen- 
erously by the Soviet Union. The toll of 
blood which that country has. 
from its own citizens and the citizens of 
other countries in its march of conquest 
over its own people and those of its 
neighbours is too well known to need 
recounting here. 

The situation is only a little more ra- 
tional at the Security Council. There, 
however. realpolitik plays ἃ more im- 
portant role than in the Human Rights 
Commission, and a more important, role 
than the truth or falsehood of an issue 
raised. The resolutions adopted there, as 

a result. may overlook the important 
and fasten onto the trivial, but they are 
less grotesyue 

Some say that one should not con- 
verm oneself too much about the con- 
tents of the debates in various U.N. 
bodies or of the resolutions taken there: 
that without this arena for word battles 
there would have been more wars still. 

There may be some truth in this. It 
is also true, however. that if the U.N. 
continues to be no more than a univer- 
sal analyst's couch, and if some respect 
for truth and some sense of propartion 
are not brought back there, the future 
prospects of the U.N. as a world forum 
are aim.

Kampala as 
site for talks 


LONDON (Reuter). — Nigerian and Biaf- 
Yan peace-probe delegates here have pro- 
visionally agreed on-Kampale, Uganda, as 
a site for top-level negotiations to end the 
ten-month civil war, uauaily reliable 
sources reported yesterday. 

The selection, which is subject to ap- 
proval by the governments concerned, was 
made in secret talks here between NI- 
geria’s Information Minister Anthony Ena- 
horo and Biafra's Sir Louis Mbanefo. An 
official announcenient was expected after 
a final session last night. 

(News ‘of the provisional agreement 
eame shortly before it was announced in 
Libreville, Gabon, that the West African 
country has decided to recognize Bisfra 
as an independent comtry. 44. communigue 
issued by the Gabou cabinet said territorial 
boundaries inherited from colonial powers 
“have proved unviable” for independent 
countries. Gabon thus became the second 
country to recognize Biafra after Tan- 
zania’s 2ction on April 13.)

Britain to 
replace Jordan . 
Hunter losses 


LONDON (AP). — Britain has promised 
King Hussein of Jordan to try to replace 
most of the Hunter jet fighters destroyed 
by Israel in last year’s war, qualified in- 
formants said last night. About 20 Jor- 
danian Alr Force Hunters were destroyed 
by the Israelis. 

The British already have to set aside 
at least six planes and are searching for 
more, the sources said. Hunters are now 
out of production. The planes being made 
avaliable are rebuilt, machines retired 
from the British Royal Air Force. One 
difficulty is that several other Arab coun- 
tries and some Commonwealth states are 
trying to buy the same aircraft. 

Hussein had a two-hour working’ 
luncheon with Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson yesterday. The King and his aides 
also spent some time after the lunch with 
Minister of Aviation John Stonehouse and

Arabs seek censure 
of Israel at U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, — Arab U.N. dele- 
gations reportedly have agreed to seek de- 
nuaciation of Israel for failing to imple- 
ment’ last summer’s General. Assembly re- 
solution on Jerusalem and to insist on the 
rescission: of all measures taken for the 
reunification of the city. This plan for ac- 
tion in the Security Council reportedly 
emerged from yesterday's recess, during 
which there were intensive delegate con- 
sultations -backstage, ν. 

Observers here say that, the Arab drive 
for a strong Jerusalem resolution in the 
Security Council is hampered by the reluc- 
tance of many members to issue a strong 
condemnation on the delicate Jerusalem 
issue, A number of Western uations, most 
notably the U.S., concede that some ex- 
pression of opinion on Jerugalem is neces- 
sary but would prefer to include it in the 
over-all context of some statement on a 
Middle Hast settlement. 

There seems to have been little rush by 
Arab supporters to speak up on Jerusalem, 
and Israel Ambassador Yosef Tekoah has 
challenged, apparently with substantial 
success, the credentials of all speakers who 
seek to pore as champions, of the Jerusa- 
lem Arabs.

STOCKHOLM. — Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban arrived here yesterday, and was 
whisked out of the airport and away from 
some 40 youthful demonstrators, Mr, Eban 
flew here from Oslo, where he had con- 
cluded talks with Norwegian officials, and 
yesterday afternoon held talks with Swed- 
ish Foreign Minister Torsten Nilsgon, 

Prior to his arrival, an anonymous tele- 
phone called told Swedish police that a 
bomb had been planted on Mr. Eban’s 
plane, but it landed without incident, 
Waiting at the airport gates for Mr. Eban 
were demonstrators placards such 
as “Fatah will be the victor,” “Freedom 
to Palestine," and “Vietnam and Palestine 
are the victims of imperialism.” But Swed- 
ish officials changed Mr. Eban's route so 
that the demonstrators were unable to ap- 
proach the IsraeH official.

The Jarring mission is to continue, the 
U.N. Mid@e East envoy was said to have 
declared at his talks in Jerusalem yester- 
day. Dr. Gunnar Jarring confirmed that 
he was to hold consultations with U.N. 
Secretary-General U Thant in New York 
next week, He will arrive there on Wed- 
nesday. : 

At the end of the 45-minute meeting 
in the Foreign Ministry with the Min- 
istry’s Director-General, Mr. Gideon Ra- 
fael, the envoy returned ta Nicosia. 

The envoy, who conferred in Amman on 
Tuesday, is to have further talks in Cairo 
teday, the last of his present round. 

Yesterday's meeting was said to have 
confirmed that a break in the stalemate 
depends on Cairo. The envoy evidently re- 
ported on Jordan's “readiness to seck a 
political settlement In the framework of 
the Jarring mission.” But he was also ap- 
parently told in Amman that Jordan was 
unabie to act without Egypt's support. 
There was no mention of Jordan's accept- 
ing the envoy's proposal on joint talks 
under his auspices —- to which Israel has 
already agreed. 

Tt 15. thus likely that in his Cairo visit 
today Dr. Jarring will again explore 
Egypt's readiness to modify its outright 
rejection of any form of talks with Israel, 
and its demand for unilateral Israel with- 
drawal. The U.S. and other Western 
powers were said to be seeking to per- 
éuade Cairo to alter its stand. 

It is believed that Dr. Jarring does not 
intend to submit 2 formal report to U 
Thant, but only to hold consultations. 
The envoy was unable to say how jong 
he would stay in New York, and when he 
would return to the region. He explicitly 
declared that he waa not winding up his 
headquarters in Cyprus. The envoy ex- 
pected to take ἃ few days’ home leave in 
Sweden before going to New York. (For- 
eign Minister Eban, who arrived in Stock- 
holm yesterday, Is scheduled to be in 
Sweden until Monday, but officials here 
knew nothing of @ possible meeting be- 
tween the two.) 

Authoritative sources here dismissed 
talks that the Jarring mission had ar- 
rived at a dramatic stage. The mission 
was not ending, and thera was “no such 
atmosphere.” The sources reiterated that 
the “ball was now with Cairo.” 

Dr. Jarring previously interrupted his 
regional rounds of talks to consult with 
U Thant in New York at the end of 
February.

Nasser, Hussein 
want UN envoy 
to keep trying

The former Speaker of the Jordanian 
Parliament, Mr. Hikmat al-Masri of Nab- 
lus, yesterday said thut President Nasser 
and King Hussein were both Keen on 
keeping alive the mission of Dr. Gunnar 
Jarring.

“The leaders of the West Bank van only 
help eliminate obstacles in Dr. Jarring's 
way, but cannot replace him," Mr. al- 
Masri sald, speaking of the role of the 
local leadership. Concerning the recent 
talks with Premier Eshkol and other top 
Israeli officials by the leaders in Hast Jeru- 
salem and the West Bank, he said the 
jatter are willing to listen and help pro- 
mote peace. 

The former Speaker and Cabinet min- 
ister said there is now a readiness for 
“certain concessions in the Arab capitals, 
and especially among the West Sank 
leadership. 

“But not Jerusalem or Gaza,” he said 
emotionally, “Jerusalem is our pearl.”

This is the minimum demand of the 
Arabs, andit will be granted, The Council 
has never yet refused to endorse an As- 
sembly decision, and it ἰδ not likely to 
register a disseyt on a resolution which 
received the support of all but one of 
the 15 members of the Council. The lone 
dissenter then — the U.S., which abstain- 
ed on the ground that the language Lend- 
ed to foreclose an agreed political settle- 
ment -~ will not stand aside this time. 

The Americans, however, are expected 
te rule out in advance any condemnation 
of Israel for with the 
programme for the unification of Jeru- 
salem. Since the Council now tends to 
adept only unanimous “compromise” re- 
solutions, especially on matters related 


to the Middle East situation, what the 
U.S. does not want the Arabs. cannot 
get. 

The condemnation of Israel may yet be 
formally proposed on the Council by some 
friend of Jordan — Mke Pakistan or India, 
which is very active behind the scenes, 

Even a “mild” resolution by the Coun- 
ell, like last week's decision which “deep- 
ly deplored” the holding of the Indepen- 
dence Day Parade in Jerusalem, would 
add weight to Arab efforts to undermine 
Israel's hold over her capital city. 

Although Arab diplomats at the U.N. 
Rave just about given up Jerusalem, they 
are nevertheless determined to squeeze 
the last drop of political advantage from 
the Holy City, or as the Jordanian rep- 
resentative — im en obvious effort to 
arouse the latent anti-Semitiam of the 
Christian members, likes to call it — the 
"City of the Prince of Peace.”

-The majority of senior South Vietnamese 
officers were on France's side in her 
war against the Vietmioh which ended 
with the Geneva mt of 1954 
President Thieu himself began his mili- 
tary career under the French and was 
trained at a French infantry school. Vice- 
President Ky was taught to fly by the 
French Air Force in Morocco. 


Francophiles ousted 


However, in recent years overly-close 
connections with France have cost some 
Vietnamese Generals their political careers 
on the grounds that if they were Franc- 
ophile they were neutralist as well. Pos- 
stbly the ablest South Vietnamese Ge- 
neral was removed for this reason after 
the fall in 1963 of President Diem. He 


now runs a French restaurant in Saigon. . 


Yet even those leaders who are today 
politically most opposed to French policy 
keep culturally very close to the French 
world. A good many of them managed 
to have their children educated in France, 
though Vietnamese students are now 
barred from accepting French scholar- ἡ 
ships. Almost without- exception the Sai- 
gon leadership speaks-French far better 
than “American,” although Vietuamese 
soldiers in particular. have made great 
strides with their. English since 1934. 

But what undoubtedly grates on some 
Vietnamese minds is that the French 
sbould reappear in the benevolent guise 
of. hosts at a moment when relations 
with the Americans ate bound to be 
difficult. The Vietmamese may he excus- 
ed for feeling that the French will be 
about as neutral in the coming talks as 
2, first husband who has all along told 
his wife that her second marriage would 
not work.

The SDECE waz born in 1945 out of 
an unhappy Merger of de Gaulle’s Lon- 
don-based Free Secret Service, ἃ 
score of Resistance networks in France, 
the remnants of the Vichy Intelligence 
service, and assorted gangsters, jaiibirds 
and thugs. In its 23 years of life it 
has hed to endure the traumas of two 
Jost wars — in Indo-China- and -Algeria.

‘was routinely re-ordered in February 
from manufacturers abroad and thelr 
agents in Israel, but delivery was a little 
delayed because there is apparently some 
difficulty in meeting the world demand 
for this product. In the meantime, the 
usually ample reserves of this item in 
our central pharmacy were suddenly de- 
pleted as a result of the heavy demand 
for the casualities of the Karameh action, 
all of whom were cared for by Hadas- 
sah, and a special request for a supply 
to be sent by air was telexed to London 
on April 3rd; several hundred ampoules 
were actually flown in through regular 
channels on April id the day that your

shomer and Kaplan Hospitals. There was 
thus no risk whatsoever that elther of 
the two patients currently on this anti- 
biotic in Hadassah would miss a single 
dose. 

Whilst we all appreciate the warm

American 
economists 
not worried

HILE the Vietnam war is In full 

swing, and peace negotiations are 

still hanging fire, tentative estimates are 

already being made ef the eventual ilm- 

pact of peace in East Asia on the world 
economy. 

In the U.S. the result will be, of 
course, 2 sharpdrop in military spending, 
and a reduction in overseas expenditure. 
In the current fiscal year (ending June 
next) the Vietnam war hag been budgeted 
to cost about $28 billion, and in the next 
year, 839 billlon. The war now ac- 
counts for 14 per cent of the aggregate 
expenditure of the U.S, government, as 
compared with 11 per cent for education 
and other “socisl" items. 

Moreover, the external component of 
this spending is much higher than the 
5 per cent of the U.S. average. Accord- 
ing to some extimates, the foreign ex- 
change costs of the war may amount to 
$5 billion, and may be more than twice 
as big. By eliminating that spending, 
the U.S. could easily turn its huge deficit 
jn the American balance of payments 
(which was about $3.6 billion last year) 
into a substantial surplus, 

The reduced defence expenditure will 
also allow the U.S. government to cut 
its budgetary deficit, which is estimated 
to reach $21 billion in the current fiscal 
year, even after the recent income tax 
hike, and to amount to $10 bilion in 
the next year if war spending remains 
at its current level, This would reduce 
the persistent inflationary pressure, which 
has been driving the U.S. c.o.1, index by 
an annual 4 per cent, and also lead to 
an improvement in the American trade 
balance. 

While these changes are expected to 
put the U.S. economy on a sounder ha- 
sis, economists are not worried by the 
adverse effects of the reduced total de- 
mand. Troops deployed in Vietnam would 
be released gradually, over a period of 
perhaps a year and a half, and in the 
meantime various civi} projects are ex- 
pected to devélop. Important though it has 
heen, the Vietuam war expenditure 
amounts to only 3 per cent of American 
CNP. ᾿ 

On the other hand, other nations are 
hound to be affected by the elimination 
of deficit im the American balance of 
payments, which would be tantamount to 
a reduction in American demand abroad. 
To counter this, expansionary policies 
may need to be adopted by other coun. 
tries. It is in this context that the new 
S.D.R.g9 — the gold substitute of LM.F 
— May come to be used for the first 
time to bolster world Nquidity. 

However, one of the effects of tha 
Vietnam‘ peace ig expected to be aslow- 
down in the Far East economies, which 
have most benefitted from war spending. 
In 1967 the growth rates of these econo- 
miles were double those of 1966, largely 
owing to bigger supplies of food and 
industrial products to South Vietnam, or 
of raw materials for supply industries 
there. With the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can build-up in Vietnam, this prosperity is 
threatened with rapid decline, if no alter- 
native demand develops.

“Washington Post," won the Pulitzer Prize 
for International Reporting for his report- 
ing and summing-up features of Israel's 
Six Day War. He came here on May 22 
jast year, ona day before Nasser closed 
the Tiran straits, and predicted almost 
from the outset that this move had made 
war inevitable, He also had a number of 
‘scoops’ during this period, mainly derived 
from an accurate reading of the situation.

The Pulitzer awards were announced on 
Monday. 

George Kennan, former U.S, Ambassa-

ANCIENT JERUSALEM’S ONLY FRESH-WATER SOURCE 


The life-blood of David’s city 


By SYLYIA MANN 


HE waters of Siloam were the life- 
blood of Dayld's clty and of the 
Canaanite stronghold that preceded ἰι. 
Called “Gihon” to Bible times, and “The 
Virgin's Sprung" in later years, it was 
— and still is — the only fresh water 
source in the immediate vicinity of an- 
cient Jerusatem, 

Stil gushing merrily as it has done 
for countless generations, Gihon can be 
reached by walking or driving down the 
Widron Valley road southward from the 
Lions’ Gate. Passing the Absalom Memor- 
jal then the Monument of Zechariah, 
continue for about 400 metres to a clear- 
ing with a blue sign marked “Hezekiuh's 
Tuonel und the Pool of Siluam". 

Until recently, the spring --- produc- 

ing from 200 to 1.140 cubic metres dally 
— was an intermittent one, usually swel- 
ling twice daily during the summer 
months and up to five times daily in 
winter, This strange phenomenon, occur- 
ring frequently in similar geological for- 
mations, gave rise to many folk-tales 
and legends. 
Underneath a modern-looking house, 20 
froad steps lead downwards between 
large, time-worn stone blocks to a se- 
cond, narrow stairway. Fifteen wet and 
slippery treads descend sharply to the 
source, Where an arched aperture, guard- 
ed by an iron gate, opens into a dark 
rock-cut tunnel. 

If the gate {s unlocked, and you come 
provided with a bathing suit and a torch,

metre-long condult hewn through the 
mountain on King Hezekiah's orders 
about 700 ΒΕ. The coul water swirls 
swittly about your feet, never reaching 
higher than the thigh. The tunnel walls 
are damp; triangular niches, probably 
for holding lumps or flares, can be seen 
here and there, aod the direction some- 
times suddenly changes as if the Masons 
uf nearly three thousand years ago found 
they had made 2 mistake in thelr calcu- 
laluns. Above, the celing becomes prog- 
ressively higher, until you emerge into 
daylight again at the Pool of Siloam. 
Less adventurous spirits may reach it 
by proceeding along the road for another 
300 metres or so. Here a rough path on 
the right leads to a small mosque and 
tu the pnol, where shafts of red and 
white Marble pillars and sunken column 
bases are the sole remnants of a Sth 
century church. Commemorating the heal- 
ing of the blind man as it is told in the 
book of St. John, chapter 9, it was raz- 
ed during the Persian invasion of 614 
CE, and oever re-ouilt. 
South of the pool ig am aqueduct, but 
most of the water runs away freely, find- 
ing its own outlet down the Kidron Vai- 
ley and through luscious vegetation to 
Job's Fountain, or Ein Rogel —~ the 
Well of the Spy. Planted with luxuriant 
gardens and called “The King's Dale" 
during the Israelite monarchy, today's 
dilapidated dwellings and neglected canals 
and cisterns contrast sadly with the 
scattered worked ashlars and chiselled 
capitals that speak of a proud past.

has witnessed numberless remarkable 
events over the milenta. Before written 
records were known, Stone Age man liv- 
ed near Bin Rogel and the Spring of 
Siloam, which then streamed unhindered 
from its source along the valley floor. 

About 2,500 B.C.E., the Canaanites 
built their fortified town of Jebus on the 
narrow ridge-summit of Mount Ophel. 
Gihon, the life-giving fountain, flowed 
east of the ramparts, and in order to 
Protect it, the Canaanites closed up the 
natural cave through which it ran. Then 
a shaft (known ag the Dragon’s Shaft) 
was dug near the eastern gate directly 
to the source. 

With its water supply safe, and the 
tawn adequately defended on the east and 
west by steep scarps — that on the east 
overlooking Kidron and that on the west 
the Tyropoeon Valley —- Jebus needed 
extra battlements only on the north for 
complete protection. Incidentally, a sec- 


tion of the Jebusite east wall, excavated’ 


by Dr, Kathieen Kenyon, can be well 
seen if you walk 2 few metres east of 
the Dung Gate to a small stone build- 
ing, formerly the Unrwa school for gitls. 
Turn right here ajong a track passing 
some houses standing on the Une of the 
auclent ramparts. In a few minutes you 
can discern the two projecting towers and 
a length of wall, three metres wide and 
varying from four to eight metres in 
helght. It ts solidly built of unworked 
etones set like a rock by stone slivers 
fitted firmly between them. 


conquered, after about 14 centuries of 
comparatively peaceful existence, it was 
not because of a breach in the strong 
fortitications, but through thelr one weak 
spot ~— the Dragon's Shaft. Joab — 
David's commander-in-chief —- made use 
of it either to enter the town, or to cut 
off its water supply until it capitulated. 

David ruled wisely from his new ca- 
pital. He integrated the Jebusites, giv- 
ing them positions of trust and taking 
on many of their customs, among them 
that of proclaiming a new king at a 
spring or well. When David was on his 
death-bed, I Kings, chapter 1, verse 9, 
relates, his son Adonijah went with a 
great company to be anointed and to 
sacriftce “at the stone of Zoheleth which 
is by Ein Rogel.” 

However, on hearing the noise of the 
ceremony, Bathsheba reminded her hus- 
band of his promise to make Solomon, 
her son, heir to the throne. Accordingly, 
Nathan the prophet and Zadok the priest 
brought Solomen to Gihon and carried 
out a second coronation.

day. A major feat of engineering, it 
completely blocked the spring and divert- 
ed it downa very slight gradient, through 
the underground canal and into the Pook 
of SHoam. 

Even more extraordinary was the ac- 
cidental discovery in 1890 of «4 tablet 
inscribed in ancient Hebrew script set

You can still see the depresston 
from which it was removed. It dates 
back nearly 2,700 years to the reign of 
King Hezekiah, and reads:- 

“Now this is the story of the tunnel: 

while the workmen, still lifted the pick 

towards each otker, 

and while there were stil three cubits 

to be broken through, 

the workmen called out to one another 

for there toas an excess in the rock 

to the right. 

‘And on the day of the breakthrough 

the workmen struck each towards the 

other, pick against pick.

The Turks, who were in control of 
Palestine at the time it was found, trans- 
ferred the ‘uscription (the translation is 
quoted from the “Saga of Jerusalem”) 
to the Istanbul museum. 

Nehemiah, chapter 3, verse 15, tells 
that “fhe gate of the fountain repaired 
Shallun... he built the walk of the pool 
of Biloah by the king’s garden, and unto 
the stairs that go down from the city 
of David.” 

With the expansion of Jertisalent and 
its growth towards the north and west,

A year of record achieyements in ship- 
building, with world tonnage launched 
an all-time record, the total world order 
book at the end of the year, “stood at 
8. record level.” ke 

There was also an advance in the size 
of oil tankers (mow the world's largest 
_ ships) now.on order, advancing to 312,000 

tons @ while that of the largest 

bulk carrier. advanced to 200,000 tans. 

Another .record was the installation of 

an Oil engine in a 202,557 ton vessel, 

the Bergehus, which became the first 
ship of its size to be so powered. The 
largest passenger ship since 1960, the 

Cunard [πὸ 58,000 ton gross Queen 

Elizabeth IT, was launched on ἃ some- 

what sad note for passenger shipping, 

neing “the last really large liner left in. 
the world order books.” 

On the debit side, the stranding of the 
oil tanker Torrey Canyon off the English 
coast was the largest single total loss 

— of al time at sea. While the Feport 
notes that the 1966 figure for ships to- 
tally lost (about one million tons) was 
the highest recorded in peace-time, the 
1967 res. for dosses were not yet in.

During 1967, world output in terms of 
tommage launched exceeded -the 1966 re- 
cord figure by-- 25 million tons, Teach- 
ing a total of 15.8 million gross tons.

In 1967, the net world fleet grew by 
11 million tons to 1&2 million gross tons, 
with another 40.4 millions tons on order 
at the end of 1967, and, according to 
one expert, Professor A. Stromme Svend- 
sen, of the Institute for Shipping Re- 
search in Bergen, the annual growth rate 
of world seaborne trade during the past 
nine years Was almost nine per cent, 
while the growth rate of the world mer- 
chant fleet was less than five per cent, 
suggesting that even with the records 
mow being set, new ship-building does 
not appear to be running ahead of the 
demands of world trade, 

While the world was breaking ship- 
building records, the total of laid-up 
tonnage, (1.2 million) and of tonnage to 
be broken up. (four million) were also 
records, Of the latd-up tonnage, 65 per 
cent was accounted for by ers, 
(mainly old and smalier vessels mi 
room. for the new supertankers}, “but the 
Middle East crisis and sthsequent clos- 
ing of the Suez Canal completely chang- 
ed the picture. To provide the extra ca- 
pacity needed for the longer oil routes 
round the Cape of Good Hope, laid-up 
tankers were returned to service, those 
which had changed to the grain trade re- 
verted to the carriage of oil, and the gap 
left by them was filled by newly-built 
bulk carriers.”

Old Synagogue 
re-opened 
in Shfaram 


Serusalem Fost Reporter 
SHFARAM, — The old sy- 
nagogue of this Lower Ga- 
lilee town was re-opened 
last month after over half- 
a-century of disuse, for a 
bar mifzva celebration for 
Raphael Bin-Nun. whose fa- 
mily were the last Jewish 
residents before moving to 
Haifa on the eve of the 
First World War. 


Present at the bar mitsva 
service was Raphael's grand- 


The Savannah, the world’s first atom-powered miérchant ship, docks at 


steadily iucreased and in December reach-

Discussing the influence of the Middle 
Bast Conflict on world shipping. the 
Report notes that “it has given dmpetug 
to the rate at which very large tankers 
with loaded draughts too deep for the 
Suez Canal are bemg ordered.” 9 reflec- 
tion on the relegation of the Canal, twice 
closed in a decade, in shippers’ thinking 
and plans. “More than 136 such ships 
were in hand at the end of 1967, and it 
seems that the oi] industry hag gone at 
Teast half-way towards dispensing with 
the Suez Canal altogether.” 

The rapidly growing size of tankers 
raises some problems of its own, mainly 
“what is the maximum size of ship 
that can be reasonably accepted as 8 
gafe as well as a commerical proposi- 
tion?” the Report notes. “With huilding 
docks of 500,000 tons deadweight capa- 
city under way, and others of 750,000 tons 
and 900,000 tons deadweight seriously 
contemplated, it is apparent that the 


problems of construction are not insur- 
Mountable, It may be that drydocking 
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about ships 


facilities for repairs will be the restrict- 
ing factor, at least untit such time as 
man's ingenuity devises means “of car- 
rying out most repairs under water, 
without the meed for dry docking. But, 
for the foreseeable future external da- 
mage will sometimes require dry dock 
repalrs, If there are only two or three 
dary docks in the world of sufficient size, 
a casualty could entail a major towing 
operation by extremely powerful tugs.” 


To be able to cope with the trend to 
longer, bigger vessels, (in 1967, Lloyd's 
Register approved plans for 16 ships of 
over 110,000 tons) and remain competi- 
tive with the giant Japanese yards, the 
trend is towards amalgamation of yards, 
and this is being particularly pursued 
in Britain, in its effort to stay among 
the leading ship-building nations. Britain, 
like almost every other ship-building na- 
tion, profitted from the Suez Canal clo- 
sure, and following the dearth of orders 
reported in British yards during the 
first nine months of the year “the posi- 
tion improved, and the U.K. ended the 
year with an order hook of about 3.4 
million gross tons, partly owing to the 
availabilty of credit, partly, possibly, to 
the Suez Canal closure.” Indeed, the con- 
servative Report goes as far as that the 
total plaus for new construction approv- 
ed by Lloyd's in 1967 were exceeded only 
in 1956 and 1957 at the Lime of the 
previous Suez closure. 


The container revolution 


In the design field, 1967 marked the 
beginning of the “container revolution” 
in dry cargo ship-building, with the first 
ships of the Atlantic Container Line con- 
sortium going into the service, and with 
68 ships specially designed for this new 
type of cargo handling under construc- 
tion, Automatic control systems also came 
of age, and nearly 40 per cent of new 
ships classed with Lioyd's during 1967 
carried Major amount of automatic 
control equipment. 

The Report also has a word for the 
great increase in ship traffic in Durban 
and Cape Town, as a result of the Suez 
closure. “The increasing size of modern 
tankers will ensure that many of them 
will have to use the Cape route at least 
for the loaded voyage,” after the Canal 
is opened again. Lioyd’s foresees greater 
pressure of work for its surveyors in 
those ports, and it is interesting to note 
that the port personnel there is now kept 
#0 busy that they have little time to go 
home at all. Consequently their wives are 
now reported in South Africa to be nick- 
named “Suez Widows.”

He sounds proud 
of his Prime Minister Harcld Wilson's 
willingness to make unpopular decisions 
for the common good — and he hopes 
the voters will apprectate this in due 
course. Lord Sainsbury was a Liberal 


before 1985, but before the Second World 
War was already speaking on Labour 
platforms, He joined the Labour Party !n 
1945, 

He admires many of the things he had 
seen In Israel, but is puzzled by a oum- 
ber of phenomena. How, he asks, can 
such a amail country afford so many 
political parties? A coalition must be a 
strain on Government — after all, a 
Government is there to gorern. 

What about the future? “You should 
be tough on frontiers, I do not see how 
you can afford being otherwise. You 
should have been tough on Gaza back in 
1956. I saw Gaza last week, the people 
do not seem unhappy." He has a de- 
tached manner of a sympathetic observer, 
white hair and a nordic smile — his 
mother was a Van deo Bergh. 

Before the Second World War, Lord 
Sainsbury and his brother brought to 
Enzland 22 children from Germany and 
put them up in a home in Putney. 
He met one of the girls on his tour 
here. “She is married and has children. 
Isn't it wonderful.” Being good to people 
seoms to be one of Lord Sainsbury's hob- 
bias, *

NEW YORK (UPI). —- Japan has falled 
to protect Japanese businesses from Arab 
pressures not to do business witb Israel.

hold rally on 
20th anniversary

TEL AVIV. — You men and women of 
Mahal came here during Israel's most 
difficult time: Your role was fndispens- 
able, and you have your share in our in- 
dependence. Mr, Yigal Allon, the Minister’ 
of Labour, thus summed up the contribu- 
tion of the 4,500-5,000 volunteers who 
came in 1948 to help fight for the State's 
independence... He was speaking at Beit 
Hehayal on Tuesday night to 500 Mahal- 
niks and their wives. The Mahbalniks in- 
cluded about 150 persons who came es- 
pecially from abroad for the occasion, the 
20th anniversary celebrations of the State 
and of Mahal. 

About 200 of these volunteers died 
during the war. Although they served 
in all branches of the services, they 
‘Were concentrated mainly in the Air 
Force, artillery and Armoured Corps. 
where they played a vital role. Of the 
20 enemy planes knocked down, 16 
were downed by members of Mahal. 
“We are the only nation on earth which 

cannot lose a war,” Mr. Allon declared, 
“for if we lose we cease to exist as a 
State.” And the enemy has left no doubt 
at all that this would happen again — “if 
we lose the war.” 

The rally opened with Mr. Israe] Amir, 
head of the Manpower Division of the 
Ministry of Defence, bringing greet- 
ings from the Prime Minister. He noted 
that the Government had decided to issue 
ἃ special ribbon to all members of Mahal. 

Aluf Aharon Yariv, Chief of Intelligence, 
pointed out that the danger of extermina- 
tion posed by the Arabs still existed. “But 
there has been a major change. If before 
the Six Day War the Arabs were at the 
gates of Jerusalem, today we are not so 
far from Damascus, Cairo and Amman.”

Taxi crash kills 4, 
girl soldier hurt

BEERSHEBA. --- Four residents of Gaza 
and an Israeli died yesterday as two cars 
erashed head-on just uvutside Beersheba. A 
hitch-hiking girl soldier was seriously in- 
jured. The erash occurred at 7 a.m. close 
to the Weizmaon Agricultural School, 14 
kilometres north of Lhis town. 

The dead I[sracli is Eli Edelberg, 34, a 
contractor of Mitzpe Ramon. Marrtied, with 
three young children and a pregnant wife. 
he was driving to Tel Aviv when his sta- 
tion-wagon hit a Gaza taxi on its way to 
Jvriche. The Arab driver and two passen- 
mers were killed. 

The Arah victims were Aisa el-Uweh, 
und Salman Nammer, both 34. and Anis 
‘Abdul Rahman.

Heroine of the crash was the 19-year- 
old girl soldier. Although badly hurt, she 
helped extricate dead and injured from the 
wreckage until she collapsed.

Ferlmutter, 47, of Mitzpe Ramon, who 
was brought to hospital at Beersheba to- 
gether with five Arabs from the taxi.

GAZA. — A 28-year-old Egyptian Army 
officer, alleged boss of a terror gang In 
the Gaza Strip, went on trial yesterday in 
the Military Court here. The prosecution 
states that Lieutenant Omar Ashur re- 
eruited and trained 18 men and, when he 
was captured, was planning to murder 
two. Gaza Arabs for “co-operating with 
_ Born if Majdal,. his family fled to 
Jaballya ia the Gaza Strip in 1948, He 
went to 8 Gaza high-school.up to 1959, 
then became 2 teacher, and later joined 
the Nationai Guard. He went to Syria, 
Jordan and Iraq as an instructor. In 
‘November last year he infiltrated into 
Israel across the Jordan, then took 2 bus 
to Gaza. ᾿ . 

Meanwhile, six more terrorists were 
charged in the Court yesterday as the 
mass trial of 90 suspects goes on. So far 
20 men have been tried and all face stiff 
prison terms. The men are charged with 
belonging to the outlawed Palestine 
Liberation Group ond other underground 
movements, and for possessing weapons 
and ammunition.

LYDDA. — The trial of the two young 
suspected Jerusalem Fatah leaders went 
into its second day yesterdsy, with the 
5.000-word statement to the police of “De- 
puty Commander” Wiilfam Najib Nassar, 
22, being read into the record. 

Nassar and “Commander” Kamal Nam- 
mer, 26, whose statement was read into 
the record on Tuesday, are charged with 
the murder of a watehman near Abu 
Ghosh on March 1, illegal possession of 
arms and 2mmunition. and laying mines 
in Jerusalem. They deny all the charges 
and have refused the lawyers appointed 
by the court to defend them. . 


Nassar. who trained at a military col- 
lege in China, had also spent time in 
Syria and Amman, and had trained Pa- 
lestlnian students in Germany in the use 
of firearms till he was expelled from that 
country, He was captured the day after 
the kifling at Abu Ghosh, and, according 
to the police statement, almost immediate- 
ly informed on Nammer, led the police to 
8 cave near Ramallah where four gang 
members were hiding, turned over various 
addresses to the police, led them to an 
arsepal and gave them other tnformation. 


After his counse) challenged the accep- 
tability of the statement, Nassar asked to 
take the stand yesterday, to allege under 
oath that on his arrest, he had been heaten 
by the police and tortured with an elec- 
trical instrument, saying: “I didn’t know 
that there were such torture instruments 
in a democratic country like yours." 


Here, the prosecutor submitted in evi- 
dence photographs taken of Nassar two 
days after bis arrest, when he had already 
given the police information, and they 
showed no signs of violence or torture on 
his body. After he bad described the in- 
strument as umbrella-shaped, he was un- 
able to answer a question by the President 
of the court whether the alleged instru- 
ment had been attached to an electrical 
socket, (tim)
